under the walk. 
He was going to 


pass it by but thought that he would 
investigate. 
He dragged it out and 


found $2,000. 
It was one of 
the 


bags which was taken from the bank. 
He immediately reported the find to 
the authorities. 


The news of the find set all of the 


small boys in the city on the scent 
for more of the money, and this morn- 
ing a boy named Kiefer found another 
bag of the plunder secreted under the 
sidewalk in front of the Cummings 
residence. 
It was taken to the bank 


and $6,000 in gold counted out. 


The fact that $8,000, 
which 
is 


nearly one-third of the amount stol- 
en, has been recovered leads the 
detectives who are working on the 
case to the , belief that the money 
was divided into three parts and that 
one of the thieves hid his share of 
the plunder, confident he could return 
for it and not be discovered. 


Near where the money was found 


there was also found some nitro-gly- 
cerine and some skeleton keys. 


Where the money was found is 


near the former boarding place of 
Stewart Jeliff, who is held under 
suspicion of having been connected 
with the theft.

TAX COMMISSION 
WARNS ASSESSOES 


ARREST WILL. SPEEDILY FOLLOW 


FRAUD OF ANY KIND. 


The Statues in Relation 
to Assess- 


ments Must Be Carefully and Qon- 
scientiously Complied With—They 
Provide for the Taking of a Full 
Valuation. 


Madison, Wis., June 4.—The State 


Tax commission is 
determined to 


have all property in the 
state as- 


sessed at its full valuation and warns 
assessors that they will be prompt- 
ly prosecuted if the statutes are not 
carefully and conscientiously com- 
plied with. 
The commission 
has 


prepared and will in a few days send 
out a pamphlet of 
instructions to 


the 1,500 assessors of the state. 
The 


pamphlet is of state wide importance 
inasmuch as it outlines the general 
policy of the state tax commission 
The instructions close with this sig- 
nificant paragraph: 


"The laws enacted by the legis- 


lature of- 1901, especially those im- 
posing severe penalties upon assess- 
ing officers for willful violation of of- 
ficial- duty, plainly indicate that the 
people through their representatives 
insist that such violations of law ,as 
have heretofore, been customary or 
occasional, particularly 
the practice 


of undervaluation, must be abandon- 
ed. To this end the members of this 
commission will cheerfully aid and 
assist assessing officers so far as lies 
in our power." 


The commission calls the 
atten- 


tion of assessors to the law requiring 
land and buildings thereon to be as- 
sessed separately. 
The assessors 


are urged to view and inspect prop- 
erty, in order to determine 
values 


correctly. Assessors should not try to 
shift their responsibility upon boards 
of review. 


In assessing personal property it 


is more important says the commis- 
sion, that it be assessed to the proper 
person than in the case of real es- 
tate. 
There is no lien for a personal 


property tax. It is' ' mere personal 
demand and if charged the wrong 
perspn would not be enforcable.

ADD MANY NAMES 


TO PENSION ROLL 


The Increase During the Last Eleven 


Months of the Present Fiscal 


Year Was 43,399. 


• 
Washington, June 4—In speaking 


of the work of the Pension burea in 
the eleven mouths of the current 
fiscal year, Commissioner Evans said 
today the number of names added to 
the pension rolls during that per- 
iod was 42.399, and that at the end 
of the year there would be shown a 
net gain in the number of pensioners. 


Of the pensions granted 35,308 were 


for Mexican, Indian, civil, and war of 
1812,-and 3,525 for service in the war 
with Spain. 
In addition 4,100 names 


which had been dropped or suspend- 
ed for various reasons were restored 
to the rolls. 
For increases, recrat- 


ings, .and accrued 
pensions 50,680 


pension certificates were issued, mak- 
ing the total number of certificates 
issued in the eleven months 94,079. 


.The number of claims filed on ac- 


count of the Spanish war is 43,874. 
Four years ago, at the beginning of 
Commissioner Evans' term, the adju- 
dication of original pensions 
was 


from twenty to thirty months in ar- 
rears. 
He predicts that at the close 


of the fiscal year, on June 30, the work 
will be up-to-date, so that just as soon 
as the evidence in a claim is complet- 
ed it will go from the pending files 
for adjudication.

tion of Machinists which opened here 
today. 
it developed that the policy 


of the labor men is to defer for 
a 


time the calling out of the' machin- 
ists on the railway systems and to 
concentrate all their energies upon 
the 
manufacturing 
establishments. 


A date wil! be set for a general rail- 
way strike, however, on all roads 
that refuse to sign the union agree- 
ment. 
. Referring to the general situation 
in factories President O'Connell said: 


"A reduction in the hours of labor 


has been our hope since the associ- 
ation started. Up to May 1 the num- 
ber of shops working less than ten 
hours a day was only 1,870. 
I am 


firmly convinced that our nine-hour 
movement will result in reducing the 
hours of labor of 
150,000 machin- 
ists."

"Your letter of May 31 in which 


you decline to accept my resignation 
as United States senator is receiv- 
ed. 
The grounds upon which your 


declination is predicated are that the 
peop'e are . entitled to 'one year of 
peace and freedom from

battles and bitterness,'. and that a 
campaign this year will be a calamity 
to the state to be torn assunder by a 
hastened canvass in the off-year of 
politics without any possible

come to it. 
As an additional reason 


you suggest that any disturbance of 
the harmony of the people in their 
work for the advancement of the ma- 
terial prosperity of the state might 
result in retarding their progress. 


"I appreciate fully the force of the 


reasons given by you and the effect 
upon the people of the 
state of a 


heated and strife producing contest 
for United 'States senator this year. 
For the sake of the peace, prosperity 
and happiness of the people of this 
state, I am willing to hold on to my 
commission as United States sen- 
ator and to continue to serve the 
state as I have done in the past, to 
the best of my abi'ity."

Herron was placed on trial before a 
jury of his coreligionists on

charge of conduct inconsistent with 
Christian character. 


It will -be the fina! and supreme ef- 


fort of the community to wipe out 
what/it regards as a great social and 
religious, stain. 
The council" of Con- 


gregational churches, which is the 
jury in the case, is fiercely antagonis- 
tic to Prof. Herron and his mode of 
life. 


The trial is to be in no sense con- 


troversial, 
it is to have no bearing 


upon theolofeical or denominational 
dogmas. 
On the contrary it 
will 


avoid such, topics and deal with the 
accused upon the charges of personal 
infamy that are believed to underlie 
his desertion of his wife and chil- 
dren, Ms selfishness and lust, his per- 
sonal obliquities and the scandals of 
his private life. 


No Friends in Grinneli 


It is impossible to mention 
the 


name of Herron in Grinneli 
today 


without evoking from all classes of 
people, terms of the most "unequiv- 
ocal abuse anfl condemnation. - 


They, recite with flnq scorn, the" 


story of his trip to Europe with 'MISS 
Rand and her mother, while his wife 
and four beautiful children remained 
at .nome :,with no resources but the 
bounty of the woman who was parad- 
ing Professor Herron through the 
show p'aces of the old world.

will either remain a 


member of the Grinneli Congregation 
or he will be dishonorably dismissed 
from both church and ministry. 


The concensus of opinion today IB 


that Professer Herron will be igno- 
miniously expe'led from the congre- 
gation af the Grinneli church, 
and 


also from the ministry of which he is 
yet an accredited clergyman.

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STUDY ART IN 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


IT IS VALUABLE 
FOR THE MEN 


TAL TRAINING GIVEN. 


This Department in the Janesville 


School Has Reached a High Mark 
Under the Direction of Professor 
W. F. Gaskins—Develops Some Ex- 
traordinary Talent. 


It is an actual fact that compara- 


tively few people realize tbe progress- 
ivene.ss of tbe public school system 
and that hte exhibitions held during 
the past year to the peop?e who at- 
tended them. 
Even then many saw 


only the action and did not under- 
stand the real value of the work, the 
reason why it is done and the part 
which it plays in the ducation of the 
child. 
Many of the studies 
are 


most valuable for the mental train- 
ing which they give and not for the 
knowledge is received from them. 


Especially is this true of the art 


course as it is carried on 
under di- 


rection of W. P. Gaskins, art 
and 


music instructor. 
It is a mistaken 


idea that the art course is merely 
to teach pupils to draw, 'it is to give 
mem the training which the use of 
i—e pencil gives unconsciously in a 
pleasant way. 
The majority of the 


pupils may have no artistic 
talent 


-whatever 
and 
may 
not be able to 


execute any creditable work but both 
hand and eye will receive valuable 
training, and the pupil will be awaken- 
ed to the beauties which .he would 
never see ordinarily. 


The work has the highest recom- 


mendation of being practical. 
The 


drawing in the grades is pursued ac- 
cording to a regular course -which 
covers the work from the flrst grade 
to the high school. 
Thus there is 


continuous and intelligent 
progress. 


The grade work includes practical 
working plans, such as designs for 
poultry houses and 
other 
simple 


bui'dings. 


The docerative work is along two 


lines, representative and construc- 
tive. . The representative work trains 
the pupils to estimate distances and 
recognize the simple and fundamental 
forms on which objects are 
based. 


This work trains both 'eyes and hand, 
the ye to' receive an accurate Idea of 
distance, proportion color and form 
and the hand to execute what the 
eye sees. 


The constructive work teaches the 


pupil the rules of simple objects and 
the working plans and elevations of 
simple buildings. 
The constructive 


ability is put to the test in the decora- 
tion work. 
The pupils are required 


to plan surface decorations, such as 
book-covers- and 
patterns for 
oil 


cloth, wal! paper and ceilings. 
The 


patterns are generally made by corn; 
bining designs conventionalized frpm 
flowers as tvnits. 
The drg.g{-in*g is 


done from the natural ^.crfijects and 
then the natural d.vawing is conven- 
tionalized. 
. /""' 


" The art potirse in the grades In- 
cludes wo;rk with the pencil, pen and 
ink, charcoal and water color, the 
latter/ieaching the use of the brush 
an'Vthe various combination of color. 
Tnis work is carried on in the High 


'yechool where the art class meets after 


school hours, two days each week. 
Clay modeling is also taken up be- 
ing especially valuable in the acquir- 
ing of manual dexterity. 
The clay 


modeling begins first with 
finger 


•work. 
This develops the sense of 


touch and makes it very keen. Then 
Simple tools are used in the model- 
ing. 


iThe students become acquainted 


with historic ornament and are en- 
couraged to study the good things 
other men have done and to use their 
own inventive powers. 
The work is 


not onlv practical but the best ideals 
are held up before the pupils and a 
high standard of thought is encour- 
aged. 
The time given to the work 


does not take from other studies but 
the art is made eorel?ative to the 
other studies and helps them. 


Geography, language and 
history 


and other studies are made more in- 
teresting by illustrations. 
The pu- 


pils are also taught blackboard work 
so that they can 
illustrate 
any 


t-ought in a fair manner. 


Art helps even in the teaching of 


such an exact study as arithmetic. 


Portrait work is also taught, the 


drawings being made from casts and 
from life. 
Action studies are also 


given the pupils being 
required to 


catch sketches of people while in mo- 
tion. 
This requires alertness. 


The walls of the art room which is 


splendidly equipped 
with working 


material, are decorated 
with credi- 


table work done by high school pu- 
pils. 
Studies in still 
objects and 


life, drawings of mode?s and objects 
and poster designs are included in 
the display. 


The class is a large one and several 


members how evidences of unmistak- 
able talent, their work being excep- 
tionally 
fine. 
Among this number 


are Leon Ayres, Harold Hall, Jean 
towell. Charlotte Mouat, Flossie Mc- 
Gregor and Josephine Treat. 


In the various grades there are 


pupils whose work has attracted at- 
tention and who possess artistic tal- 
ent. 


The fact that the art study brings 


this talent into prominence is one of 
its values. 
An instance of this is 


found in the case of Edward Tim- 
mons who is unusually talented but 
would probably never have given his 
talent special training had he not 
studied with Mr'. Gaskins and been 


encouraged by him to go to the Chi- 
cago Art Institute. 


Mr. Timmons entered the Art In- 


stitute last fall and in less than a 
year he had done as much work as 
the ordinary" institute does in two 
finishing what in high school woul: 
be the third years' work and enter- 
ing the Senior Or life class. 
His 


progress has been remarkable. 


The equipment of the art room is 


sp?endid. 
The room is 70 feet long 


and narrow and is the best lighted 
room in the building for art purposes 
>.-e windows being high in the wall 
The room is furnished with drawing 
uesks, the tops of which can be a'd- 
justed to any angle and the collection 
of casts is very 
fine. 
If anyone is 


skeptical as to the value of art in 
the schools, the department is one 
that will bear the closest investiga- 
tion.

United States nnd Ru»la Stand Togeth- 


er in China. 


Washington, June 4.—Neither Rus- 


sia nor the United States will detail 
troops to garrison the posts to be es- 
tablished by the powers between Taku 
and Pekin. Russia's determination to 
refrain from maintaining troops upon 
the territory of a neighboring empire 
is another indication of her purpose to 
pursue to the end the policy which she 
originally adopted. 


This policy is absolutely in line with 


that of the United States, and, in fact, 
from what can be learned, it is the in- 
tention of Russia to act with this gov- 
ernment in future questions discussed 
in Pekin.

ON TRIAL FOR HER LIFE. 


Un. Lnln Kennedy Arraigned for Kill- 


ing H«r Hatlximl. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 4.—Mrs. Lulu 


trince-Kennedy, the bride o£ a month 
who has been in the county jail since 
Jan. 10 last, held under indictment for 
murder in the first degree for deliber- 
ately killing her husband, Philip H. 
Kennedy .contracting agent of the Mer- 
chants' Dispatch Transportation com- 
pany, was brought to trial in the Crim- 
inal court here today. 
The woman's 


lather, C. W. Prince, proprietor of a 
billiard hall; Albert Prince, a traveling 
musician, who has circled the globe on 
a concert tour, and William Prince, a 
young business man, will be tried later 
on a charge of conspiring with Mrs. 
Kennedy to kill her 
husband. The 


father and Albert Prince are out on 
bond, while William Prince is in jail, 
his relatives' canvass for bail having 
proved unsuccessful.

The case is one of the most unusual j 


In local criminal history and sensa- i 
tions are promised by the state. Both 
the Kennedy a%nd Prince families have 
lived in Kansas City for years, the 
Kennedys being prominent in social 
and business circles. Philip H. Ken- 
nedy was 28 years old. He had known 
Lulu Prince for a year and in that time 
had paid her some attention. In De- 
cember they were married at the court 
house by a local judge. Kennedy re- 
fused to live with his wife and in a 
month broughjt suit to have,.the .mar- 


riage annulled, alleging 'duress. 
He 


charged that the woman's father and 
brother William compelled him at the 
point of revolvers to go before the 
judge and be married, threatening him 
with death if he demurred. 


Cmlled Out and Shot. 


A few days after the suit was filed, 


on Jan. 10, at 5:30 in the evening, Mrs. 
Kennedy appeared at her husband's of- 
fice in the Ridge building and calling 
him into the hall shot him five times, 
killing him instantly and kicking his 
prostrate 
body. Kennedy's 
brother 


tried to disarm the woman and while 
doing so was struck down by William 
Prince. 
The latter's presence in the 


building and the movements in the vi- 
cinity of the Princes that day led to 
their arrest on charges of being ac- 
complices in a conspiracy to kill Ken- 
nedy. 


No Remurae Shown. 


During her five months' confinement 


in jail Mrs. Kennedy, who is only 20 
years old, has shown no remorse for 
her crime and has frequently enjoyed 
concerts given in her cell by her musi- 
cian brother. Each side has worked 
up its case carefully, the state having 
summoned 125 witnesses and the de- 
fense nearly that number. Last night, 
for the first time slnc^ her daughter 
has been in jail, Mrs. ;Prince visited 
her. She talked coolly of her coming 
trial.
